Former Bear’s family 
sues over concussions

The family of former Bears player Dave Du- 
erson^ who killed himself a year ago and was 
found to suffer a brain disease blamed on 
repeated concussions, filed suit Thursday 
agiainst the league and helmet-maker Riddell, 
his lawyer said. 

It joins a growing number of lawsuits filed 
by hundreds of former players who allege the 
league knew, or should have known, about the 
long-term damage from concussions and in- 
stead sent them back onto the field. 

Several retired players claim to suffer from 
memory loss, chronic headaches and other 
health problems they blame on repeated con- 
cussions. 

The suit, filed on behalf of Ducrson% son 
Tregg in Cook County Circuit Court, ac- 
cuses the NFLof" failing to prevent, diagnose 
and property treat” Duerson's concussions in 



1988^ 1990 and 1992, 
as well as other undi- 
agnosed concussions 
he suffered during a 
10 -year career playing 
the safety position 
with the Bears and 
^ ■ two other teams that 

ended in 1993. 

The suit said Duerson was never warned 
that ^'playing through concussions could, and 
would, cause permanent brain damage.” 

Duerson had told friends he wanted his 
brain examined after his death, and they have 
said they believe that is why he shot himself in 
the chest at age 50 on Feb. 17, 2011. 

Duerson's brain was examined post-mor- 
tem by the Sports Tx'gacy Institute, a non- 
profit group dedicated to examining the 
concussion issue, and it was found to have 


chronic traumatic encephalopathy The dis- 
ease is thought to be caused by repeated con- 
cussions and has been found in the brains of 
some 20 deceased players. 

Heknet manufacturer Riddell, a unit of 
Easton Bell Sports Inc, is named as a co-de- 
fendant of Duerson’s and several other law- 
suits that allege the helmets did not adequate- 
ly protect players from concussions and the 
company did not tell players they were at risk. 

The NFL has responded by saying it fol- 
lowed the medical practices of the time and 
would contest the suits. The league also has 
taken several steps aimed at reducing concus- 
sion risks, including stiff fines for hits to the 
head deemed dangerous and stricter medical 
protocols before players can return to action 
after suffering concussions. 

A spokesperson for Riddell its policy is not 
to comment on pending litigation.

Charge: Commissioner 
skirted tax payments

Cook County Com- 
missioner William 
Beavers was indicted 
Thursday on charges 
he failed to pay taxes 
on tens of thousands 
Beavers of dollars in campaign 

funds he used to pay 

off personal expenses. 

But the storied, tough-talking 77-year-old 
Democrat denied the charges and said he was 
indicted after he refused to wear a wire on fel- 
low Cook County Commissioner John Daley 
“I’m too old to be a stool pigeon,” Beavers 
told the Tribune. 

The Tribune reported in 2010 that fed- 
eral prosecutors had subpoenaed Beavers’ ex- 
pense records and that Beavers acknowledged 
he used his $i,200-a-month county expense 
allowance to augment his salary 

Beavers is accused in the indictment of 
not reporting as income thousands of dol- 
lars that he converted to personal use from 
his campaign accounts— including more than 
$68,000 on one occasion— as well as from his 
county discretionary spending account. 

Between 2006 and 2008, Beavers paid him- 
self more than $225,000 from three separate 


campaign accounts and used at least a portion 
of that money for personal purposes, includ- 
ing gambling, the indictment alleges. 

In 2006, he used more than $68,000 from 
a campaign account to boost his city pen- 
sion, and between 2006 and 2008 he used his 
$1,200 monthly county contingency account 
for personal purposes without reporting any 
of the funds as income on his federal tax re- 
turns, according to the indictment. 

Beavers said Thursday that all his taxes were 
paid and suggested the indictment is payback 
by federal prosecutors. Beavers contended he 
was notified by letter that he was under inves- 
tigation regarding his taxes a week after he re- 
buffed the government request to wear a wire. 

“They said, ‘We don’t want you. We want 
John Daley We want you to wear a wire,’ ” 
Beavers said. He said he didn’t know why Dal- 
ey would be under investigation. 

Daley denied any knowledge of a federal 
probe and accused Beavers of drawing him 
into the controversy to divert attention from 
his indictment. 

“This thing today is about Bill Beavers. 
You’ve seen Bill Beavers and I interact at the 
County Board meetings. It’s not so positive. 
So he’s trying to switch the focus, and he’s so 
far been pretty successful,” Daley said.

Bakery owner: I’m 
sorry tor offending 
Humboldt Park

The owner of TipsyCake bakery apologized 
Thursday for remarks posted online that an- 
gered the Humboldt Park community 

Residents, community activists and aider- 
men rallied at noon Thursday at the baker/s 
Humboldt Park location demanding an apol- 
ogy from owner Naomi Levine for her com- 
ments in a CitySoles TV interview posted on 
VbuTube this week in which she suggested 
the neighborhood was dangerous. Residents 
commented on various social media outlets 
that Levine’s remarks were insensitive, offen- 
sive and disparaging to the community 

“While I do not expect that every single 
person that was offended will accept my apol- 
ogy, I would like everyone to know that your 
comments on social media were received 
and educated me as to the mistakes I have 
made, which guided me to issue this apology,” 
Levine wrote in a statement posted Thursday 
afternoon on TipsyCake’s Facebook page. 

In the video, Levine said she chose the 
Bucktown location at 1944 N. Damen Ave. 
to open a second storefront where “nobody 
would be too scared.” TipsyCake pastries still 
are baked in Humboldt Park 

In the video, which has since been pulled 
from the CitySoles website and its VbuTube 
channel, Levine highlights a caramel slice 


pastry she calls “crack” because “in Humboldt 
Park the cops would knock on the door and 
ask to taste the crack.” 

Aid. Roberto Maldonado (26th) said he 
was upset over the remarks in the video. “To 
me, that is uncalled for, for her to make those 
inflammatory comments that many of us can 
construe as racist, for a business person to 
come here and make a living for the last seven 
or eight years and now we’re not good enough 
for her business,” he said. 

Her comments only perpetuate stereotypes 
the community has fought for years, he said. 

At the protest. Aid. Proco “Joe” Moreno 
(ist) said, “To have comments like this that 
don’t help move our community forward is 
not only just irritating, but it’s disgusting.” 

The neighborhood, home to the Institute 
of Puerto Rican Arts & Culture, does have 
its “social ills,” but it’s also a community that 
celebrates its culture and hosts festivals, said 
resident Juanita Garcia, 32, a volunteer at the 
Puerto Rican Cultural Center. 

In her apology Levine noted she’s received 
threatening calls and admitted she failed to 
consider the implications of her words. 

“Nearly every day since I opened the doors 
to my bakery, at least one customer would 
sample a product and tell me how it was like 
crack,’ ” she said.

D Seven Marines were killed in the midair 
collision of two military helicopters 
along the Arizona- California border, officials 
said Thursday 

The crash occurred during routine training 
operations Wednesday night, the Marine 
Corps said in a statement. 

The collision, which occurred near the 
Marine Corps Air Station Yuma, involved an 
AH-iW “Super Cobra” attack helicopter and 
a UH-i Y “Huey” utility chopper. 

The aircraft were part of the 3rd Marine 
Aircraft Wing and based in Camp Pendleton 
in California. 

Six of the Marines killed in the crash were 


from Camp Pendleton, and one was from 
Yuma, Ariz., the Marine Corps said. 

Authorities were investigating the collision. 

“We won’t know exactly what happened 
until the investigation is complete, and we 
can’t make any assumptions right now,” said 
ist Lt. Maureen Dooley a Marine Corps 
spokeswoman. 

The Marines onboard were preparing for 
deployment to Afghanistan, she said. 

“We have aircraft going out to Yuma training 
ranges on a weekly basis, and they go out there 
primarily because the aircraft mimics what 
they will see in Afghanistan,” Dooley said. 

Authorities did not plan to release the names

When the curtain rises on the Oscars on Sunday, 
nervous anticipation will, as usual, fill the theater 
at the world’s top film awards, but this year movie 
fans can relax. 

After years of trying to jazz up the Academy 
Awards with flashy, hip hosts, MC Billy Crystal is 
returning for a ninth time in 2012, bringing what 
Oscar watchers say is a level of predictability and 
comfort to the show 

Front-runner films — silent romance “The Art- 
ist,” civil rights story “The Help” and drama “The 
Descendants” among them— bring familiarity 
comedy love, humanity and a triumph of spirit 
that contrasts to recent years of darker best film 
winners such as “The Hurt Locker” or “No Coun- 
try for Old Men.” 

This year even could see some history-making 
events in acting categories. 

It seems Oscar voters took a lesson from last 
year’s winner, feel-good film “The King’s Speech,” 
or maybe from audiences who at box offices have 
favored escapist fare like ‘Avatar” over tales of woe 
and war amid the gloomy economy and world con- 
flict. 

Whatever the reason, voters at the Academy of 


Motion Picture Arts and Sciences appear in sync 
with movie fans’ appetite for entertainment, and 
there is no one better suited to celebrate Holly- 
wood than Crystal, the 63-year-old comic and star 
of 1980s and 199 os films like “When Harry Met 
Sally” and “City Slickers.” 

Crystal hosted his first Oscars in 1990 to great 
acclaim and followed that with well-received gigs 
in 1991-1993, 1997-1998, 2000 and 2004. 

“Billy is the MC version of comfort food, tasty 
and familiar, but not very spicy” Entertainment 
Weekly movie writer Dave Karger said. 

Exactly what Crystal has in store for Oscar 
night is still anybody’s guess. 

The producers and host are notoriously tight- 
lipped. But it’s likely Crystal will start as he has in 
past years, comically editing himself into a video 
reel of scenes from major movies. 

Co-producer Don Mischer gave one interview 
and was asked to compare Crystal to Ricky Ger- 
vais, the acerbic comedian who hosted the Golden 
Globes. Mischer said “Ricky is entertaining and 
all that, but I don’t think the Oscars is a place for 
being mean-spirited, or taking real brutal shots at 
people.” 

So sit back, relax and enjoy the races.

A delicate dance to a dreamy version of “Toxic” (not sung by Britney) hauntingly 
encapsulates what Crazy Horse is about. But in more than two hours, Wiseman 
should teach us the history and the current personalities behind the club, not just 
save us the airfare of going there.

hysterical, vulnerable

George’s gigantic d-bag 
of a brother, Rick (co-writer Ken Marino), motivates them to 
choose an alternative lifestyle in the country over Rick’s big, 
jackass-inhabited house in Atlanta. 

At the commune, George doesn’t need a new job and Linda 
doesn’t need to finally settle on a career path (shockingly HBO 
does not pick up her ‘An Inconvenient Txuth”-meets-”March 
of the Penguins” documentary in which penguins have testicu- 
lar cancer). They can skinny dip and make wine with a nudist 
(Joe LoTruglio) and, uh, go to the bathroom in the open, since 
these people don’t believe in doors. 

Aside from misleading viewers about the ease of play- 
ing the didgeridoo, the inconsistent “Wanderlust” is totally 
harmless, often feeling reminiscent of last year’s Rudd hippie 
comedy, “Our Idiot Brother.”

Why not just let filmmakers immerse 
themselves into everyday operations and 
capture the courage and uncertainty as it 
happens, like the Oscar-nominated doc 
“Restrepo”? Or let a more talented writer and 
director (and real actors) bottle heroism, fear 
and urgency, a la “The Hurt Locker”? 

The offensively artificial ‘Act of Valor” 
leaves no room for mistakes or a sense of clar- 
ity and truth. Instead, it’s barely drawn char- 
acters and action sequences, such as when 
a SEAL catches a dead terrorist as he falls 
into the water so the splash won’t alert other 
enemies. Eat your heart out. Van Damme.

Call me a sucker, but “Thin Ice” played me 
like a violin. 

In fact, a violin holds together a situation 
that seems like a retread through minor indie 
territory covered recently by “Cedar Rapids” 
and “Win Win.” That is, until things spin to- 
ward “Before the Devil Knows You’re Dead” 
and writers Jill (who also directed) and Karen 
Sprecher twist toward something clever, if a 
little strained. 

Wisconsin insurance agent Mickey 
Prohaska (Greg Kinnear) looks like a nice 
Midwestern man, but he’s always selling what 
he knows people shouldn’t be buying. Mickey 


gets in over his head when a simple attempt 
to establish a policy for an elderly man (Alan 
Arkin) turns into an unlikely unwanted 
partnership with a locksmith (Billy Crudup) 
who kills the old man’s friend. Soon, Mickey’s 
digging through quicksand as one desperate 
move creates the need for another. 

It would be wrong to give more plot 
information, and nothing needs to be said 
about disposable scenes between Mickey 
and his soon-to-be ex-wife (Lea Thompson). 
With a strong whiff of “Fargo” that ultimately 
doesn’t diminish the sinister entertainment 
value, “Thin Ice” challenges how dark a dark 
comedy needs to be to avoid the feeling that 
the plot is dripping.

“Good Deeds” is Tyler Perr/s i2th movie, but 
it’s the first in which the actor-director stars 
as the central character in a film not based on 
Madea, the foul-mouthed grandmother he 
is best known for playing. In “Good Deeds,” 
which opens Friday, the 42-year-old portrays 
Wesley Deeds, a successful CEO controlled 
by his domineering mother until an unex- 
pected friendship inspires him to rebel. Perry 
talked about how he felt exposed playing 
Deeds and his evolution as an actor. 

You’ve said playing the role of Wesley Deeds 
was a scary experience. How so? 

I’m used to having a costume. I’m used to 
having something to hide behind. This is the 
first time I feel like a lot of my life is on the 
screen. People don’t really know a whole lot 
about me on purpose because I live my life 
very privately, but Wesley Deeds is extremely 
close to who I am. 

Church and Christian religion are usu-

No, it wasn’t. I’m going to speak in a mul- 
titude of voices in my career. The message 
is still just as powerful. The message is just 
about living your own life. This life is given to 
you, it’s a gift from God and you have to live 
it to the fullest. 

This is your first film categorized as a roman- 
tic drama. Any plans to try other genres of 
film? 

Sci-fi. I love sci-fi with a passion but, on the 
budgets I’m given, it’s pretty difficult to do. 
But I’ll take a stab at it in the next couple of 
years. 

Some critics have reacted negatively to your 
films and characters. How do you reconcile 
negative reviews from critics with positive 
reactions from your fans? 

I don’t think about critics at all, honestly I 
learned very early on that critics are critics. 
They’re people with opinion. If you can’t

Skrillex, Afrojack and Moby are among the 
headliners for the Spring Awakening Festival, 
a new electronic dance music fest at Soldier 
Field to kick off the summer from June 16-17, 
as announced Thursday via a Groupon deal. 

The @SpringAwakeFest officialTwitter 
account tweeted a link to the deal just before 
midnight: $74 for a $114 (includes fees) two- 
day festival pass. By midday Thursday, the 
deal was sold out with more than 240 tickets 
purchased. 

Sound familiar? The second annual North 
Coast Music Festival in September also 
used a limited Groupon deal last summer to 
sell early bird passes and release bits of its 
anticipated electronic music lineup. Looks 
like the summer will now be bookended by 
EDM fests. 

We need to let 
it marinate first. 

Live Music Blog stumbled across a half-

Though pastry chct Amanda 
Rockman may be known locally 
for her addictive Basque cake 
at Bucktown restaurant The 
Bristol, she took a turn in the 
national spotlight last year on 
Bravo's “Top Chef: Just Des- 
serts.'' While she was away 
taping the show, she found out that The Bristol bunch was teaming up 
with Boka Restaurant Group for a new restaurant called Balena (1633 N. 




Halsted St. 312-867-3888), which is expected to open in early March in 
the old Landmark space in Lincoln Park. 

The Italian-inspired restaurant will showcase chef Chris Pandel's pasta, 
pizza and wood-fired meats, but it looks like it will take multiple visits 
just to sample Rockman's seriously big dessert menu. As of press time , 
it featured four plated desserts and six sundaes. “In Chicago there's not 
really a restaurant that has really good composed sundaes,” she said. “%u 
can argue Margie's, but that's a little more Americana, where ours is going 
to be definitely focused on Italian gelatos and sorbettis.” 

Fresh off a Jean Banchet Award for Pastry Chef of the Year, Rockman 
gave us the lowdown on four of her desserts, which you can watch her 
prepare in a video at redeyechicago.com/balena.

AFFOGATO & 
DOUGHNUTS - 

Rockman takes affogato, a simple Italian 
dessert created by pouring espresso over 
vanilla gelato, and spins it into something 
more American by adding fried-to-order 
yeasted doughnuts dusted with cinnamon 
sugar “I like to call this the cops^ special 
because its coffee and doughnuts. America 
runs on Dunking right? ' Its up to the diner 
how exactly to dig into the doughnuts. "You 
can kind of dip it into the affogato. you can 
eat it separately you can mash it in there,” 
she said. "My personal favorite is to kind of 
let the hot espresso melt away a little of the 
vanilla gelato and then to dip my doughnut 
in there ” 


PINE NUT TART- 

Rockman loves tarts and confesses that she's 
dreamed of opening a shop (called Queen of 
Tarts, of course) that serves nothing but tarts 
"There's something to be said about a really 
beautiful hand-crafted tart shell, which we re 
making all in house.” she said, adding that she 
prefers individually-sized tart shells over larger 
cake- sized pastries that you cut into slices. "It's 
just a litUe more special than just a floppy piece 
of tart, sliced away” Inside, there's a filling of 
honey caramel and pine nuts, and its served 
with a vanilla custard sauce, vanilla gelato and 
fried rosemary. "The earth i ness of the rose- 
mary really brings out the honey and the pine 
nut flavor.” 
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TIRAMISU 

“What’s really great about 
Balena is that it’s Italian- 
inspired, key word ‘in- 
spired.’ ’’ Rockman said. 
“We’re not trying to trans- 
port you back to Italy.’’ So 
when it came to creating 
her own version of tira- 
misu, a classic Italian des- 
sert made from espresso- 
soaked ladyfingers layered 
with mascarpone cream, 
she wanted to take some 
liberties. Three layers of 
ladyfingers (aged as op- 
posed to fresh so they can 
hold up to the soaking) 
with a mixture of zabaione 
(marsala wine-spiked cus- 
tard), whipped cream and 
mascarpone cheese in be- 
tween are frozen in big loaf 
pans before being cut into 
thin slices. 

“I’m really 
hoping that 
this dessert is 
kind of like the 
crown jewel. 

I really would 
like it to rival 
the Basque 
cake [at The 
Bristol],” 

she said. “I would like to 
show another dessert that’s 
just as addictive as that.’’ 
Each slice is plated with a 
creme fraiche-chocolate 
sauce, coffee-almond streu- 
sel and the cutest little pear 
you’ve ever seen, which 
Rockman roasts with sugar 
and coffee grounds to add 
a fresh, slightly bitter flavor 
to a seriously rich dish. 





PISTACHIO SUNDAE 

This “grown-up sundae’’ was the first dessert 
Rockman dreamed up for Balena while she was film- 
ing “Top Chef: Just Desserts.’’ “I was sequestered, 
’cause at that point I had been booted, so I had some 
extra time ... and that’s when the idea for the sundae 
kind of popped into my head.’’ Pistachio is a com- 
mon flavor in traditional Italian pastry, so Rockman 
takes scoops of house-made pistachio gelato and tops 
them with pistachio nougat (also a traditional Italian 
confection), orange caramel and orange confit, which 
are slices of oranges cooked in sugar syrup. This sun- 
dae will be in good company with others, including a 
lemon sorbetti with lemon curd, lemon meringue and 
a basil sugar cookie as well as a vanilla sundae that’s 
like “an open ice-cream sandwich with chocolate-chip 
cookie, malt fudge and toasted milk.’’

Jenny Kessler, who designed the drink 
list and tends bar there, is RedEye’s 
2012 Best Bartender. 

Kessler was named the winner at 
Wednesday’s Best Bartender compe- 
tition at Moe’s Cantina River North 
after earning the majority vote from a 
combination of judges’ scores as well 
as online and text votes from the audi- 
ence and RedEye readers. 

“I was really surprised,” Kessler 
said. “I felt like we were the smallest 
business competing and we’re only 5 
months old ... so those things were go- 
ing against us.” 

Kessler’s family and co-workers 


took to the Internet to campaign for 
votes, sending emails, tweets and posts 
as often as they could. 

“I have a huge family and my mom 
headed up putting the word out and 
sending email blasts,” she says. ‘A lot 
of industry friends have come out to 
support me.” 

With the win under her belt, Kessler 
will continue to serve up her take on 
classic cocktails with a major focus on 
small-batch mezcals and tequilas. Look 
for the drink menu at Masa Azul to 
change in the next month or two with 
the addition of more stirred cocktails. 

One thing Kessler won’t be doing 


again soon is making cocktails samples 
for hundreds of party attendees. Wednes- 
day’s contest put her skills to the test. 

“I got there early to mandolin a case 
of limes,” said Kessler, who estimates 
she served between 400 and 450 drink 
samples through the night. “I had a 
five-ingredient cocktail and it was real- 
ly fun to challenge myself and see how 
many drinks I could get out there.”

More hits than misses

Overcompensation isn’t always a bad thing, 
at least not for the new PlayStation Vita. 

I got the feeling playing the portable gam- 
ing system that Sony is desperately trying 
to make us forget that we live in an ‘Angry 
Birds” world where portable gaming is now 
ruled by cheap apps and games designed for 
smartphones or tablets. The Vita is stuffed so 
full of gee-whiz features, it’s like the physi- 
cal manifestation of Sony throwing down 
the gauntlet and saying, “Oh yeah, you think 
making a bulky gaming-heavy handheld 
system is a bad idea? Well, take this!” 

When listing all of the Vita’s many charms, 
the vivid screen comes to mind first. The 
system boasts a 5-inch OLED touchscreen 
capable of displaying 16 million colors and 
vibrant images on par with the best screens 
that smartphones such as Apple’s iPhone 4S 
have to offer. A similarly sized touch panel is 
located on the back of the device. 

Vita also comes with front and back- 
mounted cameras, a built-in microphone and 
speakers, a six-axis motion sensor for tilt and 
steering functions and a built-in GPS —which 
Sony says will be used in games and social 
functions like leaderboards that are localized 
based on who is physically near your location. 

Software-wise, Vita has a lot in common 
with an iPod Touch in that you can use it 
as a Web browser, music player and a place 
to download a bunch of apps— including 
Netflix, Facebook, Twitter and Skype. The 
Vita syncs with your PlayStation Network ac- 
count so you can create parties, and talk and 
play with your friends. If that isn’t enough.

the Vita also has a “cross-play” function, a 
service in which you can connect Vitas and 
PlayStation 3s and play each other through a 
Wi-Fi connection. 

Even though it comes with more bling than 
a luxury car, not all is perfect in Vita land. The 
battery life, at three to five hours, is nowhere 
near as good as the PSP’s. Foad times seem 
excessively long as well. 

The most important question, of course. 


is: Are any of the games good? The answer is 
yes. Well, kind of The launch lineup is full 
of portable versions of PS3 favs such as “Un- 
charted,” “Mod Nation Racers” and “Wipe- 
out” with small Vita touches. It’s also worth 
noting that the Vita’s graphics are undeniably 
great to look at. 

On the other hand, none of the games feel 
completely essential yet. 

Sony has delivered a versatile portable, 
but the jury is still out on whether gamers 
will want to pony up the cash for a Vita when 
they can play decent games for pennies on 
phones and iPads. Hard-core gamers on the 
go will probably jump in headfirst, but the 
rest of us might wait to see if Sony drops the
